2-FOOT FALL IN NATATORIUM| 





Young Man Slips on Steps While 
Leaving Water and Dies in 
Two Days. 


A stumble during a swimming pool 
frolic, a fall of two feet on marble 
steps leading out of the tank and a 
fracture of the sixth vertebra caused 
the death of John Forrester,’ a shoe- 
maker, 21 years old, of 140 Olive street 
Tuesday morning.
